As  indicated  on  the  title-pace,  the  **  Zoo- 
graphia   Rosso-Asiatica'*    was    not    regularly 
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published  till  1831,  but  was  printed  in  1811,  and 
waft  only  detained  by  the  loes  of  the  copper- 
plates. The  letter-press  was,  however,  to  a 
slight  extent,  distributed  before  the  regular 
publication  of  the  edition,  and  a  copy  was  pos- 
sessed by  Cuvier,  who  has  siven  a  summary 
of  the  third  volume  in  the  Histoire  Naturelle 
des  Poissons  (vol.  i,  200-201).  Over  a  score  of 
fpedes  are  described  of  which  specimens  had  been 
obtained  from  the  Russian  possessions  in  north- 
western America.
